298,000, 
the lowest area for a long 
period. 
Last August the prospect in 
Missouri was for a heavy increase ov­ 
er the 1925 wheat seeding, but weath­ 
er conditions during September 
and 
first half of October were unfavor­ 
able in most sections of Missouri a? 
well as in many other winter wheat 
states.

The years of heaviest abandonment 
have been 1912 with 23.2 per cent; 
1916, with 20 per cent and 1917 with 
22 per cent, while in 1926 only 6 per 
cent of the fall seeding was lost from 
winter kill.

perience. In Manhattan 
and 
Bronx 
j boroughs, where the crime wrave has 
flourished intensively for so 
many 
years, there was neither burglary nor 
holdup throughout what is called the 
night shift, the period most prolific 
in wrongdoing, which begins at mid­ 
night, Saturday, and ends at nine a. 
m. on Sunday. The captain appoint­ 
ed to duty at that hour 
was 
fore­ 
warned to “get ready for the busiest 
trick of the week” ; but he and 
his 
lieutenants sat in headquarters for 
nine hours, and for the first time 
in 
the memory of seasoned veterans of 
the force, a report of “no crime” was 
turned in. 
There has been a perceptible 
de­ 
crease in criminality in New 
York 
City since the inauguration of 
the 
Baumes crime laws, under which the 
habitual criminal loses practically all 
the privileges which his lawyers pre­ 
viously exerted on 
his 
behalf 
for 
many years. Proof of a criminal rec- 
| ord often causes the 
forfeiting 
of 
I bail and the parole privilege is with­ 
drawn. 
One section of the new law 
I 
also requires that an appeal be argu­ 
ed within three months from the date 
of a notice of appeal or be dismiss­ 
ed. 
The stern sentences of from 20 
to 45 years and also life imprison­ 
ment, lately imposed by judges 
on 
young holdup men who had appar­ 
ently elected a life of crime in war­ 
ring upon society, has cast conster­ 
nation into the ranks of the under­ 
world. 


A specialist philosophizes, 
saying 
that a murder is a pathological type, 
and to punish one is as cruel as it 
would be to sentnece a man solitary 
confinement because he has typhoid 
fever. 
But typhoid patients are sent into 
solitary not from vindictiveness, but 
for the good of the w’hole. And we do 
put willful murderers out of the way, 
not from vindictiveness, but for 
the 
good of the whole. 
For as murderers 
they are as dangerous as are 
mao 
dogs or cobras in the kitchen. 
It is 
part of the tragedy of life that 
a 
sense of justice must overwhelm 
a 
sense of pity, 
“ ....n o r shall we rest, 
until 
we 
have brought every man to a pitch 
of perfection; until he stands a sup­ 
erman free 
from 
imperfection 
of 
life and character; until he stands uri- 
blamcd in the light 
of 
conscience.” 
(Finale of a speech as reported in a 
New- Thought magazine.) 
But why not leave something 
for 
God to do? 


Today about 92 per cent of the to­ 
tal of the arable land of Finland 
is 
held in farms of less than 250 acres; 
and this result has been achieved with 
practically no use of compusory pow­ 
ers, but by cheap credit for the small 
farm er and appeals to the 
national 
patriotism of holders of large estates 
to consent to divide their holdings. 
Having got the farm er on the land 
as a proprietor, Finland 
takes care 
to 
give 
him 
a good chance. 
The 
farming and dairy interests of Fin­ 
land owe their prosperity largely 
to 
the co-operative movement, which is 
chiefly a rural movement “to pro­ 
mote the economic prosperity of the 
people by means of co-operation and 
to be a connecting link between the 
different 
co-operative 
enterprises”. 
District experts are employed to dis­ 
seminate the idea of co-operation and 
to give practical guidance, and there 
are frequent special agricultural co­ 
operative conferences. 
The co-opera­ 
tive movement has drawn up a speci­ 
al system of bookkeeping for all co­ 


operative societies and supplies 
the 
necessary books. 
A co-operative and 
agricultural journal called Pellervo is 
published. 
The 
Government 
gives 
practical help by granting loans 
at 
low interest, up to half the* amount 
of the initial expenses, for starting 
co-operative dairies. 
The co-opera­ 
tive dairies in 1916 produced 94.6 per 
cent of all the dairy butter made in 
the country and they dominate both 
the home and the export markets ft>r 
milk and milk products. 
They have 
eleven dairy unions, which work for 
the improvement of dairy technique 
and management and engage in en­ 
terprises 
connected 
with 
dairying, 
such as fuel and power supply 
and 
transport. 
The chief of the 
dairy 
co-operative societies controls the ex­ 
port of butter from Finland and the 
price of butter within the country. It 
includes cheese, milk and cream, con­ 
densed milk, and lactose in its scope, 
and has large modern cold storage 
warehouses for cheese at Helsingfors 
and Viborg. 
Foreign trade 
is con­ 
ducted through an office in Hull and 
it has agents in 
Stockholm, 
Oslo, 
Berlin. Antwerp, and Amsterdam. It 
has been of great value to the dairy 
industry by the control of sales, but 
its most important wrork is to 
im­ 
prove the quality of dairy produce.— 
Frank Fox in the Nineteenth 
Cen­ 
tury and After.

reason why; 
there was but to do and die”. All the 
wars that ever have been fought be­ 
tween men, it i* safe to say, have not 
cost as much in either life or treasure 
as have these tiny creatures

more than 
bothersome 
pestl. 
By 
communicating disease from one hu­ 
man being or animal to another they 
have spread death into every

and ruin to the husbandman, 
their 
ravages causing more loss of crops

to supplement rations for

Usually' increases the rate of gain and 
reduces the amount of grain requir­ 
ed to produce one hundred pounds of 
gain. 
The present relatively low’ cost ol 
cottonseed meal 
is 
causing

feeders to inquire as to the efficiency 
of this supplement as compared with ! 
linseed-oil meal in rations for fatten- | 
ing cattle. 
The Missouri College

A griculture has ju st completed

study' of the results of feeding trial? ; 
conducted at all of the 
experiment 
stations prior to 1920 in which cot­ 
tonseed meal and linseed-oil 
mea’ 
were compared. 
This study covers 32 
trials at the Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska and Pennsylvania station? 
in w’hich 629 cattle were fed. The an­ 
imals in each trial were uniform

Snapping Cotton Lower* Value 
The over supply and low price 
of 
cotton this fall make« careleaa pick­ 
ing or «napping a very expensive pro­ 
cess according to a recent tost made 
by the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture, 
Under conditions and price* pre­ 
vailing in 1926, the Department re­ 
port.* that «napping resulted in a loss 
to the grower of $7.29 a bale a« com­ 
pared to the return from picked cot­ 
ton. 
When sold In the seed, the dis­ 
count was about $14 to $27 p^r bale. 
This loss was much greater than the 
supposed saving in cost of harvesting 
by the snap method rather than pick­ 
ing properly. 
These figures were secured from 
the first of a series of similar tests to 
be conducted and were made in Ok­ 
lahoma and Texas by picking alter­ 
nate rows in a field and snapping the 
remaining ones. These results, there­ 
fore, while not conclusive, are 
not 
definite enough to 
be 
immediatel> 
put into practical use. 


With cotton selling below the av­ 
erage cost of production, and 
with 
various movements on foot to hold to 
some of the present crop off of 
the 
market and also reduce the 
acreage 
planted next spring, it would seem to 
be advisable for the cotton producers 
to harvest only as much of their cot­ 
ton as they 
can 
pick 
reasonably 
clean. ' Thi* is . particularly import­ 
ant for Missouri and 
other 
cotton 
growing sections on the northern lim­ 
it of the belt, says Scott M. Julian, 
County Extension 
Agent 
of 
New 
Madrid County. 
Keep Cotton Seed Dry 
Cotton seed saved for planting pur­ 
poses needs to be 
stored 
properly. 
The high 
percentage 
of 
moisture 
which cotton seed 
usually 
contains 
when ginned can quickly cause them 
to heat when stored in 
bulk. 
This 
heating process will either destroy or 
greatly reduce their value as planting 
seed, said Ide P. Trotter, Extension 
Cotton Specialist 
of 
the 
Missouri 
College of Agriculture, in an inter­ 
view just released. 
He quoted work by Dr. Winters of 
North Carolina showing that cotton 
seed from cotton picked 
carelessly 
and after rains showed a 20 per cent 
lower germination than that 
from 


the cotton picked when matured and 
dry. 
Only sound seed of pure strains of 
the best early cotton varieties 
are 
worth saving now, he added, and ex­ 
plained that late varieties yielded so 
poorly and varieties of short staph 
and poor quality take such a heavy 
discount on the market that to grow 
either of these types in 
Southeast 
Missouri next year would be almost 
suicidal, for good quality cotton 
is 
selling below the cost of production. 
Reed worth 
saving 
for 
planting 
purposes should be stored In sack* 
so as to allow good air circulation or 
if stored in bulk should be stirred 
soon a* heating begins. 
Keep planting seed cool and dry.

Morehouse, November 9.—At a re­ 
cent meeting

Little River 
Drainage District here it was decided 
to ask "Congress to amend the Fed­ 
eral Kind Bank laws to allow 
the 
l^nd Banks to make loans with blan­ 
ket mortgages on drainage districts 
which are sound and successful. 
The Little River Drainage District 
includes 547,000 acres of rich land, 
running through 
seven 
Southeast 
Missouri counties and into Arkansas. 
In the construction of the 
drainage 
system, 
which was started in 1913, 
more than 60,000,000 cubic yards 
of 
dirt have been moved at a cost 
to 
date of about $11,350,00. 
The money to finance-the reclama 
tion project is obtained 
under 
the 
present laws by the sale of drainage 
bonds. 
The bonds on the Little Riv­ 
er Drainage District yield 5'« and 6 
per cent interest. 
District officials say these interest 
rates are, in effect, a first mortgage 
on all the land with the responsibil­ 
ity spread over a wide area, and that 
the Federal Land Bank now is loan­ 
ing relatively small sums on individ 
ual farms within the district, 
which 
are, in effect, second mortgages at 5 
per cent interest. 
In million-dollar 
lots or more, the Federal Land Bank 
could, if the law permitted, finance 
this district at 4la or 44* per cent 
interest, a saving to the farm ers of 
the section. 
The Federal Land Banks, they say. 
could

by 
amortizing these loan* over a period 
of 34 la years as is done in case 
of 
farm loans, 
whereas 
the 
drainage 
bonds are amortized over a period of 
20 years.

It 
includes cheese, milk and cream, con­ 
densed milk, and lactose in its scope, 
and has large modem cold storage 
warehouses for cheese at Helsingfors 
and Viborg. 
Foreign trade

ducted through an office in Hull and 
it has agents in 
Stockholm, 
Oslo, 
Berlin. Antwerp, and Amsterdam. It 
has been of great value to the dairy 
industry by the control of sales, but 
its most important work is to 
im­ 
prove the quality of dairy produce.—

There is a considerable variation 


in the quality of linseed and cotton­ 


seed and especially the latter. 
Care 


should be taken to secure choice qual­ 
ity meal or cake as protein usually 
can be bought for less per pound in 
this grade. 
If purchases are to be made, 
the 
buyer w ill do well to consider 
the 
data shown here with respect to the 
kind of cattle, the other feeds avail­ 
able, the quality of meal, 
and 
its 
purchase price.— H. M. Garlook.
